With thousands of visitors including the president and 
high army officials we must be careful how we display 
our national emblem. 
We list a few “DON’TS”, com­ 
piled from the ofVeial rules governing the display of the 
flag.

Do not dip the flag of the United States to 
any person or unything. 
The 
regimental 
color, State Flag. organization or institution­ 
al flag will render this honor. 
At sea the flag 
may be dipped in acknowledgement of the sa­ 
lute of another nation.

States with tile union down except as a sig­ 
nal of distress.

Do not place any other flag or pennant 
above or to the right of the flag of the United 
States.

Do not let the flag of the United States 
touch the ground or trail in the Hater.

II. Dot not display use or store the flag in 
such a manner as will permit it to be easily 
soiled or damaged.

Do not display over the middle of the street 
without having the stars to the north or east.
